HALF OF NEW EXPEDITION TO BE COMPOSED OF VOLUNTEERS 


Belief That the Fighting Will Be Severe Is Responsible for the Determination 
of the President to Send More Men to the 
Island. 


MAY CAUSE A DELAY OF THE INVASION OF PUERTO RICO. 


Washington, D. C., June 16.—[Special.J— | 


| Gen. Shafter’s command will be reinforced 


by an expedition of 6,000 troops, which 
is scheduled to set sail for Santiago Prov- 
ince on Monday or Tuesday of next week 
or as soon thereafter as preparations can 
be completed. 

President McKinley and Secretary Alger 
decided upon sending reinforcements to 
Santiago after careful consideration of 


recommendations and estimates submitted 


by Shafter, Miles, and Sampson, who are 
unanimous in the opinion that the expedi- 
tion now en route to Cuba will prove inad- 
equate when hard campaigning becomes the 


‘order of warfare against the Spaniards in 


eastern Cuba. | 

Tampa has been determined upon as the 
point of embarkation, and all the transports 
now available in the gulf were this morning 
ordered to proceed to that port and make 
ready to receive the troops. 

Secretary Alger and other War depart- 
ment officials have guarded their intentions 
of reinforcing Shafter, and it was through 
a slip made by one of the officials that the 
news became public property. 

General Miles is scheduled to reach Wash- 
ington tomorrow, according to official state- 
ments, but it is said he will, if it is possi- 


- ple, be intercepted en route and directed to 


return to Tampa to superintend the ar- 


’ pangements for the second expedition to 


Cuba. 

Volunteers may make up the biggest part 
of the expedition, because it is the Presi- 
dent’s desire to distribute the regulars 
equally among the Philippines, Puerto Rico, 
and Cuba. In the fleld their experience will 
serve to put dash and spirit, but at the same 
time steadiness, into the volunteers who are 

about to engage in their first battle. 


Regulars to Inspire Volunteers. 
Civilians, prominent in official life and 
. @fmy officers have suggested to the Presi- 
dent and others that the volunteers will 
serve the purpose of aggressive warfare to 
much better advantage when associated 
with regulars, and for this reason the ex- 
pedition now being prepared is likel} to be 
made up of volunteers and regulars in equal 
‘numbers. 

In sending this expedition the administra- 

tion is simply recognizing the wishes and 
judgment of General Miles and General 
Shafter, and, while 6,000 troops have been 
designated, the force may be increased when 
Miles takes hold again. 
. In some quarters it ‘was asserted that the 
expedition would consist of 10,000, but it 
was stated semi-officially that orders have 
already been forwarded to Chickamauga 
and Tampa contemplating the concentration 
of 6,000 soldiers. 

The orders sent to General Brooke were 
simply direct- 
ing him to have troops in readiness for an 
emergency. General Miles has recom- 
mended that the entire expedition be se- 
lected from the soldiers at Tampa, in which 
event there will be no delay such 4s a trans- 
fer of troops from Chickamauga will en- 
tail, which would be an undertaking that in 
itself could not be accomplished in less 
than three or four days. 

General Shafter is not cognizant of the

American registers. In accepting foreign 
vessels the government would expose Amer- 
ican steamship companies to foreign com- 
petition, because by furnishing American 
registers to British corporations the latter 
would at the conclusion of the war be enti- 
tled to operate under the registers granted 
by Congress. 

Hence British steamers will be accepted 
only as a last resort, but it begins to look to 
the authorities in Washington as if recourse 
must be made to foreign steamers. There 
is no indication that vessels sailing under the 
American flag can be secured in sufficient 
numbers to accommodate the 20,000 men it 
is deemed necessary to send to Puerto Rico. 
Orders have been issued to Quartermasters 
at all the ports, requiring them to make ex- 
traordinary efforts to secure transports. 
Colonel Bird has direct charge of the matter 
under Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn, and 
both officials are working day and night in 
an effort to charter the required number of 
acceptable steamers. 


Tampa Not to Be Abandoned. 


In an authorized interview with Tur 
TRIBUNE correspondent this afternoon Sec- 
retary Alger stated that the embarkation of 
troops intended for the invasion of Puerto 
Rico will be accomplished at one of four 
Southern points—Jacksonville, Savannah, 
Miami, or Fernandina—now under considera- 
tion by the War department. General Alger 
also took the opportunity to make an em- 


 phatic denial of the reports that Tampa is 


to be abandoned as a camp and that 15,000 
troopa 
Alger. | 
“ There are too many soldiers encamped at 
Tampa to remove them,” said the Secretary, 
“and it would have a demoralizing effect. 
The soldiers at Tampa comprise a big army 
of well disciplined men, and there would be 
no benefit in ordering them away, and at 
present there is no intention to abandon the 
camp. The board of army officers which 
went South to investigate suitable places of 
concentration and embarkation of troops 
for Puerto Rico submitted reports concern- 
ing Columbia or Charleston, 8. C., Savannah, 
Fernandina, Jacksonville, and Miami. Co- 
lumbia and Charleston have been rejected— 
Columbia because of a. smallpox epidemic 
there and Charleston because of poor har- 
bor facilities. Jacksonville, Savannah, Fer- 
nandina, and Miami were equally well rec- 
ommended and are now being considered. 
“The troops will be concentrated at one 
of these places. Miami possesses superior 
harbor facilities, but there is no place for a 
camp, although room couid be made. The 
troops at Tampa, as I said, will not be 
changed unless smallpox reaches there, but 
the disease {s just as liable to break out any- 
where in the South, and in that case it will 
be necessary to make changes all over.” 
Soldiers in General Brooke's command at 
Chickamauga will be in the majority drawn 
upon for the invasion of Puerto Rico, and 
will be ordered to concentrate at one of the 
points being considered by Secretary Alger. 
From the latter’s remarks it is inferred that 
the troops at Tampa will not be used In the 
Puerto Rican invasion, but will be sent to 
Cuba with the expedition intended to rein- 


force Shafter. 


Ready for the War Loan. 


The machinery for putting into effect every 
provision of the war revenue bill, with all 
its multitudinous taxes, adhesive stamps, 
etc., has been ready to go into operation for 
some days. When these internal taxes go 
into effect on the first day of July every 
collector will be supplied with the requisite 
amount of stamps to suit the needs of his 
district, and will be thoroughly posted as 
to his duties through regulations which are 
now in the hands of internal revenue offi- 
cials throughout the country. | 

The dies for all the revenue stamps pro- 
vided for in the bill were ready long before 
the bill became a law. The fact that the 
conference committee might change the 
designation of some of them, as it subse- 
quently did, alone prevented the Treasury 
department from having a stock on hand 
when the bill received the approval of the 
President. However, with all the uncer- 
tainty surrounding the report on the war 
revenue bill on the evening of the day before 
the President signed the bill, the department 
received proofs of the stamps for which the 
dies had been prepared, and from those se 
lected the different denominations to be 
used. 

The one for which there will be the most 
popular demand will be the one and two cent 
stamp, the latter especially being the de- 
nomination provided for most in the taxes 
assessed in the bill. The delivery of those 
stamps will be made to the internal revenue 
office the last of this week and a full supply 
of all denominations will be in the hands of 
Collectors long before the adhesive stamp 
provisions of the law become operative. , 

There is one difference between the present 
system of stamps and those that obtained 
during’ the civil war which simplifies mat- 
ters wonderfully. All the stamps are'inter- 
changeable. Wherever a tax of two cents is 
called for in the bill the two-cent internal 
revenue stamp car be used, whether it be 
on:a bottle of patent medicine or a bank 
check. Under the former system each stamp 
was distinctive in character and could be 
used for no other purpose than that for 
which its face called for. An enormous num- 
ber of dies was required and the keeping 
of accounts became a burdensome probiem. 
Under the present law any stamp can be 
used for any purpose so long as the required 
number are affixed to the article to be

The tents of the 
Second New York Regiment were the first, 
to meet the attack of the stampede, The 
picket line yelled “Call out the guatd!” 
“Call out the guard!” but the maddened 
brutes had swept through the regiment like 
a living tornado before the sentries cm 
hardly sounded the warning.

American warships Wednesday, 
after a bombardment of an hour and a 
half, destroyed the forts and batteries 
at Caimanera, im Guantanamo Bay.

The warships under Admiral Samp- 
son bombarded the forts of Santiago de 
Cuba again yesterday. The gunners 
found the range much better than on 
former occasions and the execution 
wrought was serious. E] Morro was 
spared owing to the presence of Lieu- 
tenant Hobson and his companions, but 
all the other defenses were probably 
rendered useless. The loss of life on 
the Spanish side was considerable. 

It was again amnounced at Madrid 
yesterday the Spanish reserve squad- 
ron had sailed from Cadiz. 

Military—

COALED SPANISH SHIPS 


Collier Ravensdale, Owned by a 
Philadelphia Firm, Suspected of 
Delivering a Cargo of Coal to the 
Enemy’s Warships. |

Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, June 16.—The 
Ravensdale, Captain W. 8. Huke, chartered 
by Munson of New York, to carry a cargo of 
coal from Philadelphia, arrived here late Jast 
night. The destination of the coal is a mys- 
tery. The manifest said Nassau, but a good 
many things have aroused the suspicion that 
it is now in the bunkers of some Spanish 
warship. 

The Ravensdale was suspected by the 
United States Marshal at Philadelphia, and 
detained there some time before the owners 
were able to clear. The ship discharged a 
few tons of coal to a private concern at Nas- 
sau, and then put to sea again. It next ap- 
peared on the Caribbean empty, heading for 
Guantanamo. It was stopped by the Oregon. 

Captain Huke explained that he expected 
to obtain a cargo of sugar at Guantanamo, 
although he must have learned at Nassau 
that Guantanamo Is in a state of blockade. 

“Get out of here, quick,” was the sub- 
stance of the Oregon's reply to the Captain's 
explanation.

Camp McCalla, Guantanamo Harbor, June 
15, via Port Antonio, June 16.—The marines 
under Huntington have blazed the way for 
the capture of Guantanamo. 

All the preliminary steps have been taken, 
and when. the troops come they will have 
a clear field right up to the city’s fortifica- 


tions. 

While the danger of a massacre of the 
marines appears to’ be past, there is the 
greatest anxiety for the appearance of the 
soldiers. ¢ 

The contemplated bombardment of Guan- 
tanamo has just been countermanded and 
will not take place until the troops are on 
hand in sufficient force to capture and hold 
the city. 

The outer works have been shelled and the 
coast between Caimanera and Guantanamo 
is practically clear of Spaniards. The Amer- 
icans and Cubans are now devoting them- 
selves to driving the enemy from the brush 
in. the vicinity of the camp. 

. The, Spaniards have pot recovered from 


the terrible defeat which they sustained at 


the hands of Captain Elliott’ yesterday, and 
are making little trouble. Thanks to this 
drubbing and the vigilance of the Cuban 
outposts we had a good rest last night. The 
little force of Americans had a refreshing 
sleep—the first since hoisting the Stars and 
Stripes on Cuban soil a week or so ago. 


Another Brisk Fight. 


There was a brisk attack from the woods 
this morning at 9 o'clock, the Spanish regu- 
lars backing up the guerrillas. The latter 
crept up quite close to the pickets before 
being discovered. 

It looked like the last attempt of the de- 
spairing and desperate Spaniards to re- 
trieve their fortunes. If they had been able 
to break through the picket line there might 
have been a few Americans killed, but they 
failed to drive our men an inch, although 
taking, them somewhat by surprise. 

A fusillade from the Cuban pickets anda 
few well-directed shots from the marines on 
the outer line checked the enemy’s advance 
and quiet soon prevailed again. 

The Cubans have shown that they can 
fight. They are not good marksmen, but 
they are fully equal to the Spaniards, and 
have grit enough to He in the brush all night 
with the foe in front of them ready to make 
a dash through the lines. Their knowledge 
of the country is of immense value to the 
American force. There are now 300 insur- 
gents with us, and they are well armed and 
in high spirits. They are proud of their as- 
sociation with the victorious Americans. 
The Cubans will give a good account of 
themselves in the taking of Guantanamo. 


Fortifications Destroyed. 


The Texas, Marblehead, and Suwanee to- 
day demolished a line of earthworks between 
Caimanera and Guantanamo, together with 
a brick fort, which the Spaniards have been 
hurriedly building to withstand the threat- 
ened siege. The gunnery was fine, the shells 
from the ships blowing the fortifications 
sky-high and sending the Spaniards on the 
run to the cfty. 

A force of 10,000 American troops can 
easily conquer Guantanamo. Of course 
there will be some resistance, but the Span- 
jards themselves know that the place is 
doomed. There are about 5,000 of the enemy 
in this neighborhood today, several small 
detachments having been sent to assist in 
holding the place.

AMERICAN SHIP IS 
BLOWN UP BY A 
SUBMARINE. MINE. 


Half Burned Schooner Used as a 
Test in Hampton Roads and 
Nothing Is Left of the Vessel 
After the Explosion. 


Newport News, Va., June 16.—[Special.)— 
The schooner Shenandoah, Captain Gibson, 
which was partly destroyed by fire late 
Tuesday night and has since been smolder- 
ing, was blown up in Hampton Roads this 
afternoon by one of the mines recently 
placed there for harbor defense. This was 
done to test the efficiency of the mines. 

The schooner was hauled up above Fort 
Monroe to a distance of about 1,000 yards, 
reversed and then headed down Hampton 
Roads. The electricians of the fort of course 
knew that the Shenandoah was to be a 
target and carefully planned its destruction. 

When the schooner was opposite the “ Rip 
Raps,” an island stronghold, the button con- 
trojling the square over which it must sail 
was pressed, and the next instant there was 
an explosion, an upheaval of water, and 
the wreckage was hurled in the air for a dis- 
tance of 150 feet. 

Five minutes after the explosion there was

SAMPSON BATTERS 
SANTIAGO FORTS. 


Heaviest Bombardment and Greatest Amount of Damage 
Since Admiral Cervera’s Fleet First Came Under 
the Blockade of the American Warships. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS KNOWN TO BE CONSIDERABLE. 


All of the Defenses Excepting El Morro. Are Practically Rendered 
Useless, Some of Them Being Torn to Fragments by — 
the Heavy Shot and Shell. — 


CARE NOT TO INJURE HOBSON AND HIS COMPANIONS. 


Men and Ships of the Invading Squadron Escape Injury, Although They Stand 
at Close Range and Are Fired at by | 
the Spaniards. 


FORTIFICATIONS NEAR CAIMANERA ARE DEMOLISHED ALSO, 


On Board the Associated Press Dispatch 
Boat Dauntless, off Santiago de Cuba, June 
16, 12 m:, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 16, 
0 p. m.—Rear Admiral Sampson's fleet bom- 
barded the batteries at Santiago de Cuba 
for the third time at daylight this morning. 

For hours the ships pounded the batteries 
at the right and left of the entrance, oniy 
sparing El Morro, where Lieutenant Hob- 
son and his companions of the Merrimac 
are in prison. 

The western batteries, against which the 
main assault was directed, were badly 
wrecked. One was utterly destroyed. In 
others many guns were dismounted. 

At first the Spaniards replied passionately 
and wildly, but impotently. Then most of 
the guns were deserted. Not a ship was 
struck nor a man injured on the American 

Enemy’s Loss of Life Heavy. 

It is believed that the enemy’s loss of life 
was heavy. 

As a preliminary to the hammering given 
the batteries, the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius 
last night at midnight was given another 
chance. Three 250-pound charges of gun 
cotton were sent over the fortifications at 
the entrance. The design was to drop them 
in the bay, around the angle, back of the 
eminence on which EI Morro is situated, 
where it was known that the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyers were lying. Two 
charges went true, as no reports were heard 
—a peculiarity of the explosion of gun cot- 
ton in water. Whether the destroyers were 
demolished is not kngwn, but the destructive. 
area of gun cotton is large, and it would 
not be surprising if it is subsequently as- 
certained that one or both were destroyed. 
The third charge exploded with terrific vio- 
lence on Cayo Smith. 

From where the fleet lay the entrance to 
the harbor looked, in the black of night, 
like a door opening into the livid fire of a 
Titanic furnace. A crater big enough to 
hold a church was blown out of the side of 
Cayo Smith and was clearly seen from 
the ships this morning. 


Attack at Daybreak. 

‘Admiral Sampson issued the orders for the 
bombardment last night. Coffee was served 
to the men at 3:30 o'clock this morning, and 
with the first blush of dawn the men were 
called quietly to quarters. The ships steamed 
in five-knot speed to a 3,000 yards range, 
when they closed up, broadside on, until a 
distance of three cable lengths separated 
them. They were strung out in the form of 
a crescent, the heavy fighting ships in the 
center, the flagship on the right flank and 
the Massachusetts on the left flank. The 
line remained stationary throughout the 
bombardment. The Vixen and Scorpion 
took up positions on opposite flanks, close in 
shore, for the purpose of enfilading any in- 
fantry that might fire upon the ships. 

When the ships got into position it was 
still too dark for any firing. The Admiral 
signaled the ships not to fire until the muz- 
zles of the enemy’s guns in the embrasures 
could be seen by the gun captains. 

Fifteen minutes later, at 5:25 a. m., the 
New York opened with a broadside from its 
main battery at the works on the east of 
the entrance to the harbor. All the ships 
followed in red streaks of flame. The fleet, 
enveloped in smoke, pelted the hills and 
kicked up dirt and masonry. 


Magnificent Spectacle. 

It was a magnificent spectacle from where 
the Dauntless lay. Though the gun Captains 
had been cautioned not to waste animuni- 
tion, but to fire with deliberation, the fire 
was so rapid that there was an almost con- 
tinuous report. The measured crash of the 
big thirteen-inch guns of the battleships 
sounded above the rattle of the guns of the 
secondary batteries like thunderclaps above 
the din of a hurricane. A strong land breeze 
off the shore carried the smoke of the ships 
seaward, while it let down a thick curtain 
in front of the Spanish gunners. 

The Dons responded spiritedly at first, but 
their frenzied, half-crazed fire could not 
match the cool nerve, trained eyes, and 
akilled gunnery of the American sailors. 
Our fire was much more effective than in 
preceding bombardments. The Admiral's 
ordnance expert had given explicit direc- 
tions to reduce the powder charges and to 
elevate the guns, so as to shorten the trajec- 
tory and thus to secure a plunging fire. As 
the shells in the preceding bombardments 
dropped with the almost straight trajecto- 
ries of projectiles with full charges. it was 
almost impossible to plant them. They 
would shoot into the air, encircling the bat- 
teries, owing to the high elevation, and fall 
far over the fortifications. The effect of 
the reduced charges was marvelous. 


Frightful Devastation. 

In fifteen minutes one western battery 
was completely wrecked. The Massachu- 
getts tore a gaping hole in the emplace- 
ment with a thousand-pound projectile and 
the Texas dropped a shell into the powder 
magazine. The explosion wrought terrible 
havoc. 

The frame was lifted, the sides were blown 
out, and a shower 6f débris flew in every 
direction. One timber, carried out of the 
side of the battery, went tumbling down the 
hill. The loss of life must have been great. 

The batteries on the east of Morro were 
harder to get at, but the New Orleans 
crossed the bows of the New York to within 
500 yards of shore and played a tattoo with 
ite long eight-inch rifles, hitting them re- 
peatedly, striking a gun squarely muzzle 
on, lifting it off its trunions, and sending it 
sweeping somersaults high in theair. — 


| Several times Admiral Sampson signaled 


the ships temporarily to cease firing in 
order to allow the smoke to clear from the 
batteries. When the order came at 6:30 
to cease firing every gun of the enemy had 
been silenced for ten minutes, but as the 
ships drew off some of the Spanish cour- 
age returned, and a half dozen shots we 
fired spitefully at the Massachusetts 
Oregon, falling in their wakes. 


Gunnery Is Complimented. 
Throughout the bombardment the dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius and the Porter, by di- 
rection of the Admiral, lay outside of the 


right flank. The steam launch of the flag- 


ship scurried among the ships, carrying mes- 
sages. 

At the close of the action a stream of 
multi-colored flags floated from the New 
York, generally complimenting the ships 
and especially commending the work of the 
Texas and New Orléans. The men of the 
New Orleans raised a cheer, which was 
passed quickly on from ship to ship, until 
every jackie in the fleet was howling himself 
hoarse. . 

The destruction and death at the western 
batteries must have been appalling. Many 
of the guts had been mounted during the 
last two days. From this it is Inferred that 
Admiral Cervera has given up all hope of 
extricating himself from the trap in which 
he is caught and had removed the guns from 
some of his ships to strengthen the land de- 
fenses. 

Admiral Sampson ts highly gratified with 
the results of the bombardment. He thinks 
tive western batteries ars practically demol- 
Ished. As some of the guns on the eastern 


batteries did not fire he thinks it possible 


they were only dummiés. 


Hobson’s Presence Saves Morro. 

The only regret expressed is that Lieu- 
tenant Hobson and his companions, by their 
presence ip El Morro, made it sacred. Oth- 
erwise it would now bea pile of ruins. The 
number of shots fired is not known when 
this dispatch is sent. Judged from a posi- 
tion near the flagship, which during the 
bombardment, with several interruptions, 
fired 208 shots, 35 from the eight-inch guns, 
134 from the four-inch guns, and 39 from 
the six-pounders, probably no fewer than 
5,000 projectiles were fired, of a total weight 
of half a million pounds. 


Cervera’s Store of Provisions. 

Madrid, June 16.—Admiral Cervara 
that he has provisions enough for the 
until autumn.

LEVEL FORTS AT CAIMANERA, 


American Warships Demolish Spanish 
Works and Batteries in Guanta- 
namo Bay.

Camp McCalla, Guantanamo y, June 

15, via dispatch boat Simpson to Kingston, 

Jamaica, June 16.—It took just one hour ang 

thirty minutes of vigorous shelling by the 

Texas, Marblehead, and Suwanee today to 

reduce to ruins the new earthworks and the 

old-fashioned brick fort at Caimanera. 

When that time was up the fort and earth- 
works could hardly be distinguished one 
from the other. The fort was pounded to 
dust. The sand of the earthworks was dis- 
persed in showers. The guns were tossed 
about like timbers. Where those fortifica- 
tions were yesterday spitting occasional 
fire at our men and ships today there is 
hopeless silence. 

These fortifications were on the west side 
of the harbor, at the terminus of the ralfl- 
road leading to the City of Caimanera from 
Guantanamo. They were a protection to 
Caimanera, which is the railway terminal 
connecting with Santiagg. The forts in a. 
way were a menace to Camp McCalja, on 
the opposite side of the harbor. - 

Troops had been constantly arriving at 
Caimanera to reinforce those who had been 
making the night attacks on the encamp- 
ment of our marines. No longer ago than 
Sunday a detachment of Spanish troops lett 
the fort, and, marching down to the bluff, 
began firing on the American encampment 
and the vessels in the bay. : : 

The punishment that the Spaniards re 
ceived on this occasion was comparatively 
mild. The Texas, which was coaling in the 
harbor, suffered them to pepper away at its 
iron sides for awhile, apparently unmindful 
of its pigmy assailants. 

All at once, however, the men at 
McCalla saw a puff of smoke, and 
moment there was an explosion over tie 
heads of those Spanish marksmen that serit 
them scurrying to cover. It is believed that 
none of them was more than frightened. 

The Texas finished coaling, returned to the 
fleet off Santiago, and reported the affair td 
the Admiral. What the Admiral said mads 
the men of the Texas jubilant. He ordered 
that the fort should be razed for the 
that it constituted an indirect. menace to thé 
American camp. 

So the signals flew this morning at 8 
o clock from the flagship and the men of the 


- Texas read therein the sign that the battie- 


ship was to return at once to Guantanamo 
Bay, knock to pieces the fort, and then re- 
join the blockading squadron. : 

The Suwanee was ordered to follow the 
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Texas, and, the fort and earthworks having 
been destroyed, to seek and capture two 
Spanish gunboats known to be hiding some- 
where in that section of the bay. | 

The ships quickly got under way and at 
1 o'clock this afternoon arrived at Fisher- 
man's Point. ‘There a Cuban pilot, familiar 
with the channel in the upper bay, was 
taken on board the Texas and one also on 

board the Suwanee. 

Greatly to their joy the men of the Marhle- 
head then received a signaled invitation to . 
join in the expedition. Captain McCalla of 
the Marblehead went aboard the Texas, took 
his instructions from Captain Philip, and 
returned to his own ship. 

The Texas led the way. The three vessels 
steamed cautiously and slowly, fearing 
sunken mines. It was a case of remember- 
ing the Maine; only with a difference in con- 
struction. | 

This was a novel trip for an American bat- 
tleship, penetrating so far inland in Cuba. 
None other had accomplished the feat. The 
channel was narrow and tortuous. Dense 
brush lined the shore, and there was ad- 
mirable concealment for Spanish guerrillas 

‘had they known this opportunity to pick off 
men from the decks. A part of the time the 
three ships were within a hundred yards’ 
range of fire from the shore. 

The ships’stopped at 2 o'clock, about 2,000 
yards from the fort. The latter was a 
tempting object for the Yankee gunners. 
It was square, with two wings. Guns were 
mounted behind earthworks on three sides.. 

- ‘The exact location was the extreme western 

‘point of Cayo del Toro, three-quarters of a 
mile south of Caimanera. 

At three minutes past 2 o'clock the Texas 

’ opened proceedings by firing a twelve-inch 
shell from the big gun in its starboard tur- 
ret. The shot lacked elevation and hit the 
water, whence there sprang up a fountain 
high in the air. 

The Marblehead next threw two of its 
five-inch shells. These fell near the forts. 
Then the American ships got a sharp re- 
sponse. Three shots came from the Spanish 
fort. It was pretty good marksmanship for 
Spaniards, but not good enough to be ef- 
fective. One shot burst 200 yards from 
the bow of the Marblehead. © 


Spaniards Shut Up Shop. 

The second shot went between the Marbie- 
head and Texas, and the third went wide. 
Then the Spaniards shut up shop. They 
knew what wascoming. They had no desire 
to have the ruins of that fort come tumbling 
down about their heads. The fort stood a 
silent target for the Americans, but only 
for a short time. 

The Texas fired four twelve-inch shells, 

, and these ate out a hole in the base of the 
fort so large that a cabman could have 
through it. 

Six more of these twelve-inch shells per- 
forated the fort, and the spaces between 
jwhere these struck were filled in with six- 
inch shots. It was a wonder the fort stood 

_ go-long. The shells of the Texas must have 
gone clear through the fort, passed out at 
the other side, and gone screeching into the 
woods. | 

The Marblehead and Suwanee kept up a 
constant peppering. Finally a shell from the 
Texas tore away the right-hand corner of 
the fort, and almost immediately following 
another shot struck beneath. The entire 
right balf of the fort seemed to have sud- 
denly dropped out of existence. The fort 
was literally cut in two. The slice that re- 
mained was not worth the powder that it 
would require to destroy it, so it was left 

_standing—an ugly, shapeless, useless wreck 
upon the hill 

Attention was not given to the earthworks. 
It was a mere matter of plowing the soll 
with the huge shelis. The seed that these 
husbandmen sowed scattered the soil like 
spray. The mounds took strange shapes, 
gradually sinking under the fire until, when 
the gunners ceased their work, what had 
been hills were level plains. 

Thus ehded the only fortification left tn 
the harbor, 

From over Caimanera Bay there came a 
few Spanish shots which caused Captain 
McCalla to turn his guns on that viliage. 
The Texas also fred a few smalier shots. 
The result of the shooting was seen in the 
blazing barracks, which had been used to 
quarter the newly arriving troops and in the 
almost total destruction of the railway 


depot. 
‘There was no more firing at this point, but 
- there was an exciting incident which caused 
_ the men of the Marblehead more anxiety 
than any incident of the bombardment. 
‘Brings Up a Mine. 

As the Marblehead swung up the channe! 
its propeller fouled a mine, and it came to 
the surface. The cables to which it was at- 
tached touched the cruiser’s wheel. The 
wires were cut, and the mine drawn on 
deck. When it was opened the men of the 
Marblehead knew that they had had a nar- 
row escape. Fifty-seven kilos of gun cot- 
ton in good condition were found in the 
mine. 

A sharp lookout was kept, and the Marble- 
head's launches soon picked up two more 
mines. These had been loosened from their 
moorings by the warships, but, strangely 
enough, had not exploded. 

They did not care to hunt further in these 
dangerous waters for the two Spanish gun- 
boats, and so the ships withdrew. Tonight, 
however, the Suwanee is to go up the bay and 
search for the enemy. 

The Texas, the Marblehead, and the 
Suwanee had done a good turn for Camp 
McCalia, and when they returned, dropping 
down opposite the camp, they were cheered 
and cheered again by the marines ashore and

One short skirmish closed the day’s excite- 
ment. A launch from the Marblehead and a 
rowboat manned by Cubans were towing 
two of the mines that had been picked up out 
of the channel. The launch fell from behind 
the shelter of the warships, and a body of 
Spanish infantrymen, who were hidden in 
the bushes, began firing. The bullets cut 
the hammock netting on the launch and hit 
the rowboat. 

The launch replied with its one-pound 
gun, and the Suwanee, steaming hurriedly 
back, drove the Spaniards from cover.

One of its shells fell among a party of more 
than 100 Spaniards, and séveral of them 
fell.

United States Consul Williams Tells 
Again the Story of Dewey’s 
‘Brilliant Victory. 


Washington, D. G., June 16.—The story 
of the battle of Manila Bay has been retold 
officially by United States Consul O. F. 
Williams in a report to the Department of 
State, dated on board the United States 
cruiser Baltimore in Manila Bay, May 4. 

Because the story is told by a civilian 
as he saw the events of May day from the 
bridge of the Olympia and from the quarter- 
deck of the Baltimore it has an interest 
of its own. He begins by telling how the 
American ships slipped into the harbor and 
lined up for battle off Cavite. He adds: 

“At about 5:30 a. m. on Sunday, May 1, 
the Spanish guns opened fire. With mag- 
nificent coolness and order, but with the 
greatest promptness, our fleet, in battle 
array, headed by the flagship, answered the 
Spanish attack, and for about two anda 
half hours a most terrific fire ensued. 

“The method of our operations could not 
have shown greater system, our guns great- 
er effectiveness, or our officers and crews 
greater bravery; and while Spanish ré- 
sistance was stubborn and the bravery of 
the Spanish forces such as to challenge ad- 
miration, yet they were outclassed. 
Weighed in the balance of war against the 
methods, training, aim, and bravery shown 
on our decks, after less than three hours’ 
perilous and intense combat one of Spain’s 
warships was sinking, two others were 
burning, and all the others, with the land 
defenses, had®* severely suffered, when our 
squadron, with no harm done its ships, re- 
tired for breakfast. 

“At about 10 o’clock a. m. Commodore 
Dewey renewed the battle, and with effects 
most fatal with each evolution. 


Spanish Bravery. 


“No better evidence of Spanish bravery 
need be sought than that after the castiga- 
tion of our first engagement its ships and 
forts should again answer our fire. But 
Spanish efforts were futile. Ship after ship 
and battery after battery went to destruc- 
tion before the onslaught of American en- 
ergy and training, and in an hour and ahalf 
our second engagement wrought the anni- 
hilation of the Spanish fleet and forts, with 
several hundred Spaniards killed and 
wounded, and millions in value of their gov- 
ernment’s property destroyed. While 
amazing, almost unbelievable as it seems, 
not a ship or gun of our ship had been dis- 
abled, and, except on the Baltimore, not a 
man had been hurt. 

*“‘One of the crew of the Baltimore had a 
leg fractured by slipping, and another was 
hurt in a similar manner, while four received 
slight ilesh wounds from splinters thrown 
by a six-inch projectile which pierced the 
starboard side of the cruiser. 

‘**But in the battle of Manila Bay the 
United States squadron of six warships 
totally destroyed the Spanish fleet of eight 
warships, many forts, and batteries, and 
accomplished this work without the loss of 
@ man. 


Glorious Legacy for Americans. 


“History has only contrasts. There is no 
couplet to form a comparison. The only 
finish fight between, the modern warships 
of civilized nations has proved 
the prowess of American naval 
men and methods, and the glory is a legacy 
for the whole people. Our crews are all 
hoarse from cheering, and while we suffer 
for cough drops and throat doctors, we have 
no use for liniment or surgeons. 

“To every ship, officer, and crew all praise 
As Victoria was answered years 
ago, ‘ Your Majésty, there is no second,’ so 
may I report to your department as to our 
warships conquering the Spanish fleet in the 
battle of Manila Bay, there is no first, ‘ there 
is no second.’ The cool bravery and effi- 
ciency of the Commodore was echoed by 
every Captain and Commander, and down 
through the lines by every officer and man, 
and naval history of the dawning century 
will be rich if it furnishes to the world so 
glorious a display of intellect, command, and 
successful service as must be placed to the 
credit of the United States Asiatic squadron 
under date of May 1, 1898. ;

Mrs. Mary Serstberger Makes the 
Grave Complaint. 


SUPPORTED BY WITNESSES. 


H. Leist, an attorney whose office {3 on 
the eighth floor of the Schiller Building, was 
arrested last night on a warrant sworn out 
before Justice Martin on the charge of hav- 
ing beaten and kicked a woman who came 
to his office to see his partner, Mr. May. 
Mrs. Mary Gerstberger, 348 West Madison 
street, was taken to her home in an ambu- 
lance and Dr. H. Gordon.Tandy, 300 West 
Madison street, says her injuries are serious. 
The case is on call for 9 o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Gerstberger called at the office of 
Leist & May to see Mr. May abouta divorce 
suit which she has begun. She claims she 
found Mr. Leist and asked him several ques- 
tions. She said Mr. May had made an ap- 
pointment with her, but he had gone into 
the country. When she Rad been in the 
office about five minutes Mr. Leist told her 
to leave. She did not go at once and, she 
says, Mr. Leist pushed her toward the door, 

Just then Mr. Stahl, a client of Mr. Leist, 
came in, and he says he saw the attorney 
strike her. Mrs. Gerstberger says he struck 
her several times and she fell, catching the 
door. She then pulled herself to a couch 
just inside his door. She thought she would 
recover, but could not walk, and asked Mr. 
Stahl to help her. 

She was taken to the office of Louis Post, 
where she was cared for until R. D. Huszagh, 
a lawyer in the Chicago Opera-House Butid- 
ing, telephoned for her son. She fainted 
twice in the ambulance, and her condition 
when she reached home was considered seri- 
ous. 

Other witnesses of the occurrence were 
Otto Schroeder, an attorney, members of 
the German consulate, another ran, and 
Miss Lulu Fiedler, who helped care for the 
woman. 

Mr. Leist is a large man, and Mrs. Gerst- 
berger is a slight woman. She admits that 
when he told her to go she said she would not 
until she was ready, and began to put on her 
gloves. Then, she says, he struck her twice 
with his fist, and when she was clinging to 
the door, fearing to fall on the hard tiling 
of the hall, he struck her arm to wnake her 
let go. The witnesses mentioned say they 
saw her on the hall floor. 

Mr. Leist said the woman wanted to make 
a case against him. He insisted that he did 
not strike her, that he could not strike a 
woman. 

Mrs. Gerstberger is 44 years old, and lives 
with her son, Charles Schoen. Her trouble 
with her lawyers arises over the alleged fact 
that she paid $30 to them and that they are 
not as tive in pushing her case as she 
thinks they ought to be. 

All the witnesses of the occurrence left 
their names with Mrs. Gerstberger and ex- 
pressed their willingness to appear for her. 
Miss Fiedler, who was with the injured 
woman and took care of her, said she saw 
Mrs. Gerstberger when she was falling near 
the door of the office. Mr. Schroeder ex- 
pressed himself to other witnesses as cer- 
tain that the woman had been brutally

There were no casualties, and compara-.

the yards. The firemen, however, under the 
direction of Chief Swenie and Assistant Mar. 
shal Musham, confined the flames to the 
building in which they started. 

The first alarm was followed quickly bya 
“4-11,” and then by a call for ten extra en- 
gines. Altogether there were forty engines 


The fire started in the boiler-room, pre. 
sumably from overheated pipes. It was dis- 
covered by Michael Hurley, the head watch. 
man, and he, with D. J. Quinian and James 
Sullivan, other employés, made a brave but 
unsuccessful effort to extinguish the flames, 
They were almost overcome by the heat, and 
the fire spread so rapidly that they hadto - 
fiee for their lives. 

From the boiler-room the fire spread to the 
tankroom and tin shop, and thence to the 
lithographing and paint rooms, all depart. 
ments in the building, which was two stories 
high and covered nearly a block of ground.

DREYER GETS A SETBACK. 


JUDGE SMITH OVERRULES A MOTION 
PoR HIS ACQUITTAL, 


Holds That a Notification of the Elec- 
tion of His Successor as West Park 
Board Treasurer and a Written Re- 
quest for Him to Turn Over Money 
in His Possession Constituted a Le- 

“gal Demand—Defense Will Begin 
Today. 


Judge Smith yesterday refused to sustain 
the motion of E. 8. Dreyer’s counsel that the 
jury be instructed to find the defendant not 
hart upon the evidence offered by the 

tate, 

The court ruled that proper demand for the 
funds of the West Park was made upon 
Dreyer; that a notification of the election of 
his successor and a written request for him 
to turn over money in his possession was 
sufficient to constitute the legal demand. 
The Judge set aside the contention of the 
defense that the demand should have been 
oral and persona! by stating it was Dreyer’s 
duty as a retiring officer to hunt up his 
successor and make the payments to him at 
the proper time and place instead of requir- 
ing the new treasurer to come to him. 

The opinion was announced at 8 o'clock. 
The attorneys of the defense were confident 
of victory, and the defeat of the motion 
found them unprepared to begin to put their 
case before the jury, and at their request 
court was adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning. If Dreyer was disappointed by 
the second blow his case has received he 
did not show it, for he rose from his chair 
withasmile. 

The main point of Judge Smith’s opinion 
follows: 

In the case at bar, the defendant was the Treas- 
urer, and after his removal there was the con- 
tinued duty on his part to produce the money 
forthwith, and after such demand in writing an 
unreasonable delay in responding to it was evi- 
dence of a refusal, and it relates back to the 
date of such delivery of written demand and I 
think as fully constitutes a failure or refusal to 


pay over the fund as if he had at once gone upon 
the receipt of the written demand and declared 


to his successor in office his refusal to comply 
with the demand. 

It does not seem necessary for me to refer par- 
ticularly to the other points relied upon, as I am 
satisfied that the motion should not prevail, and 
it is therefore overruled. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Two tmportant bills affecting insurance inter- 
ests have been introduced into the Louisiana Leg- 
islature, with the backing of insurance men, 
State officials, and apparently a majority of the 
Legislature. One of the billa regulates fire and 
maring insurance, and foreign companies are re- 
quired to make a deposit with the State, and 
heavy penalties are provided for acting as agents 
for unauthorized companies. The bill prohibits 
the payment of commissions, brokerages, or re- 
bates to any but commissioned agents, and re- 
quires that business must be written by a resi- 
dent agent. The bill provides heavy penalties 
for violations, contains reciprocal provisiona, 
compels return premiums on unconsumed policies 
after payment of losses, and limits the liability 
of a company to 10 per cent of its paid-up cap- 
ital, Local companies may not exceed 10 per 
cent dividends, and contracts with unauthorized 
companies are declared void. The other bill, for 
the regulation of life insurance, prevents dis- 
crimination between policyholders, provides that 
assessment policies shall be stamped in red ink 
with the words, ‘‘ Issued on assessment plan," 
prohibits companies from paying dividends un- 
less the assets exceed the liabilities, and gener- 
ally regulates the business in the State.

POOR CHILDREN’S FOURTEENTH AN- 
NUAL PICNIC 1S HELD. 


Many Thousand Boys and Girls Pass a 
Delightful Day in Washington Park 
—All Have Plenty to Eat and Many 
Receive Gifts of Clothing — Prizes 
Awarded to Successfal Contestants 
in Games—Under Auspices of the 

Volunteers of America.- 


Bicycle riders scorched through Wash- 
ington Park unmolested yesterday and 
pedestrians helped themselves to flowers, 
for the gray-clad guardians of the boule- 
vards and the shrubbery had their hands 
full looking after many thousand walfs and 
street urchins who gathered near the lagoon 
for their fourteenth annual picnic. 

The outing was under the auspices of the 
Volunteers of America and the manage- 
ment of Raymond Gregg of Oakland Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and P. 8.

New York has sent its best athletes to 
Chicago for the dual meet with the Chicago 
Athletic association tomorrow, and the an- 
nual championships of the Amateur Athletic 
union next Thursday. Nearly all of the 
Eastern stars arrived yesterday afternoon, 
and Wefers, the great sprinter, will come to- 
day with President Harry McMillan and 
other officers of the A. A. U., and John Bray, 
E. W. Clapp, J. C. McCracken, and Burke. 

The visitors received a hearty reccption on 
their arrival. ‘Their train was late, and the 
gayly decorated coach in charge of William 
Hale Thompson waited a long time befere 
their arrival. It was decked with cherry 
circle and winged foot flags, the respective 
emblems of the two clubs. 

When the athletes left the train they were 
taken at once to the coach and driven to the 
clubhouse, where they were entertained for 
sometime before they finally started for 
their headquarters at the Chicago Beach 
Hotel. After they had rested a l'ttle from 
their trip a few of the men took a trip out to 
Parkside to inspect the field upon which they 
will compete. 

A finer looking lot of men never came to 
Chicago. They are evidently in the finest 
condition, and ready for a great struggle to- 
morrow. Something concerning the men who 
will represent the merctry foot will be inter- 
esting. 


Wefers Not in Condition. 


Wefers is the star of the sprinters, but is 
not in good condition for this meet, and lit- 
tle is expected of him according to the vis- 
itors. Maybury and Rush, they say, will 
have the short sprints to themselves, the 
absence of Tewkesbury spoiling the East's 
chances, 

M. W. Long and T. E. Burke are the visit- 
ing quarter-milers. Long last Saturday ran 
a quarter in :48%. Burke holds the same 
record, and the struggle between the two 
ought to be a fine one. 

J. F. Cregan is the best man in the half- 
mile run for the visitors. His record is 1:58, 
and Fred Stone believes that Brown, his 
new Iowa sprinter, will give the Eastern 
crack the race of his life. Bray is not quite 
as fast as Cregan, but a creditable perform- 
er. He is a Williams College product and 
capable of fast time. His capabilities are as 
yet unknown, as he isa new man, Cregan

. Franco-Prussian War. 


Four welkknown Chicago citizens who 
were in or near Paris during the wild days 
of the Commune and the Franco-Prussian 


war have been fired with indignation during 


the last few days over the reported attitude 
of the German government toward the Unit- 

States and the sympathy the Spaniards 
are getting for their prospective loss of the 
islands. These four men—General A. L. 
Chetlain, J. Russell Jones, Judge Arthur H. 
Chetiain, and Perry H. Smith Jr.—were all 
closely associated. with the American Min- 
ister, Washburne, during the war 
and Commune, when he was risking his own 
life to protect the property and lives of 
eres residents of Paris from French 
m 

Mr. Smith yesterday told the story of the 
appeals of Bismarck and the German Em- 
peror to Minister Washburne to protect the 
lives of German subjects, after every other 
foreign Minister had fled from Paris. 

All through the siege Minister Washburne 
went about the streets, often risking his 
own life, protecting the property of Ger- 
man residents from pillage and often turn- 
ing the American Embassy into a house of 
refuge for the subjects of the Kaiser. 

Immediately after war broke out Minister 
Washburne took under his charge the mag- 
nificent building of the Prussian Embassy, 
on which the French mobs were eagerly 
waiting for a chance to vent their wrath. 
He put it in charge of a young IlMinoisan, 
J. A. McKean, who guarded the building till 
the evacuation of Paris. 

Minister Washburne’s protection of the 
Germans caused him several! times to be 
assailed in the clubs, and frequently in the 
French newspapers. On March 3, 1871, he 
wrote Bismarck that he was giving assist- 
ance to 2,900 Germans. Seventy-four Ger- 
man subjects were released from prison at 
the American Minister's instance, and it was 
through his solicitation that the French 
government finally took steps to protect 
the sick and wounded German soldiers who 
had been left in the French provinces.
